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THE MISSIONARY CAUSE. 


The Work ofthe American Missionary As- 
sociation. 

Boston, October 22.—The American Missionary 
association began its annual session at Salem 
yesterday. The association assembled in the 
Tabernacle church, where the first foreign mis- 
sionaries met in 1812. Ex-Govyernor Washburn 
presided. The treasury report showed receipts 
a urin g the year of $287,594; ex xpenditures, $301,831, 
a deficit of over $14,000. Thec ommittee asked for 
$100 a day during the coming year. Six new 
churches have been established in the south the 
past year. 

Rey. Dr. Stiredy read a paper on the conference 
between the American home missionary society 
nd the American missionary society. The com 
missioners had found a satisfactory solution of 
the differences. It had been agreed that both 
societies were national; ard not limited by sec 
tional or geographical lines; that the American 
home missionary society's special work was church 
pisnting in the new regions of the southjand 
southwest; also some of the southern 
states; ite school -work to be transferred to the 
American missionary association, where it can be 
properly done. The principal work of the Ameri: 
can missionary association is educational in the 
southern states, where emigration has left so large 
an illiterate population unprovided with scho >is, 
It is also doing educational work among the Indi- 
ans of the west and the Chinese of the Pacitic 
coast. Neither society will establish in any locali- 
ty achurch that will not admit colored persons to 
membership, if suitably qualified, nor will it sus- 
tain any church that wiil not keep fellowship with 
the néighboring Congregational churcnes 
or unite with the conference 
of that association. The appeals of the two socie 
ties to their common constituencies shall be on 
this basis: Thatthe contributions forthe south 
should flow mainly through the channels to the 
American missionary association, and that no 
large proportion of the funds of the American 
home missionary society should be spent on the 
southern fields‘ as there rre pressing demands in 
the west and southwest for all and more th
